GENTLEMEN:—1. The rights granted 


to locators under Section 2,$22, Be- 
visea Statutes, are restricted to such 
locations on veins, lodes or ledges as 
maybe "situated on public domain." 
In, applications for, lode claims where 
*he stirvey conflicts with a prior valid 
lode claim or entry, and the ground in 
conflict is excluded, the applicant not 
only has no right to the excluded 
ground, but has no right to that por- 
tion of any vein or lode the top or apex 
of which lies within such excluded 
ground, unless his location was prior to 
May 10, 1872. His right to the Jodo 
claimed terminates where the lode, iu 
its onward course or strike, intersects 
the exterior boundary of such excluded 
ground and passes within it. 


2. The end-line of .his survey should 


not, therefore, bo established beyond 
such intersection, unless it should be 
necessary so to do for the purpose of in- 
cluding ground held and claimed under 
a location .which wnb made upon public 
land and valid at the time it was made. 
'i'o include such f;roun3 (which may 
possibly embrace other lodes) the end- 
line of the survey may bo established 
within the conflicting survey, but the 
line mast be so ran as not to extend any 
further luto the conflicting survey than 
may be necessary to make such end-line 
parallel to the other eud-line and at the 
same tiuie embrace the ground so held 
and claimed. The useless practice in 
such cases of extending both the side 
lines of a survey into u conflicting sur- 
vey and establishing an end-line wholly 
within it, beyond a, point necessary 
under the rule jusc stated will be dis- 
continued, 


3. These instructions willj be observed 


by Surveyor-Generals in all cases where 
surveys have not been approved by 
them prior to receipt hereof. 


4. If, however, a survey under the 


old practice has been approved by the 
Surveyor-General prior to the receipt 
by him of these instructions application 
for patent thereon, if otherwise regular, 
will not be rejected. 


5. In applications filed prior to re- 


ceipt hereof at the local land office and 
applications allowed iinder the preoeed- 
iug paragraph entry will be allowed as 
heretofore when tbe necessary proofs 
under former regulations are complete. 


6. In cases of applications and entries 


allowed under paragraphs 4 and 5, 
amendment of the suivey will be direct- 
ed by this office, if found necessary. 


7. After the receipt of this circular at 


tbe local land office all applications for 
mineral patents, applications to pur- 
chase, Register's final certificates of 
entry aad Receiver's receipts must not 
only describe the -ground claimed but 
must state specifically what conflict or 
conflicts with other surveys, lots or 
claims are excluded, giving tbe number 
of each conflicting survey or lot. 
The 


published and posted notices must con- TUe tiarfleld 
tain the same information. 


8. As this circular does not affect any 


rights which an applicant has under the 
law its enforcement in pending cases 
cannot operate injurioxasly, and it will 
therefore be carried into effect at once 
in the adjudication of cases by this 
Office. In the form of patents to be 
issued the same rule will go into opera- 
tion as soon as the necessary blanks 
and records can be prepared. 


g. A strict observance of these regxi- 


lations will be required.

After the holidays Congress will take 


up Senate bill 1178, which proposes to 
extend the time for the payment of the 
debt due the Government by the Pacific 
roads for a term of sixty years. The ar- 
gument used by the friends of the bill is 
that the roads cannot pay that debt un- 
less they secure the extention demanded. 
Leaving out of the case for the present 
the Central Pacific, whose position has 
been often stated in the'se columns, and 
looking only at the Union Pacific, what 
are the facts? The road was notoriously 
built and equipped for less than the pro- 
ceeds of the first mortgage aad subsidy 
bonds. It was proved in the Credit 
Mobihei investigation that the great 
mass of junior bonds and stock was il- 
legally and fraudulently issued, being 
in direct violation of the oharter. To 
pay interest au:l dividends upon this 
mass of illegal bonds and stock the 
company toon the money which should 
have been used in paying its debt to the 
Govemment, and to earn this inonej' 
the company has, for fifteen years 
been taxing tho 
people 
who live 


along 'the 
line 
and 
those 
who 


use 
the 
line 
as 
a 
means 
of 


transcontinental 
intercourse, 
an 


average annual sum of not less than 
$16,000,000. It has always been the 
hope of the people that in some way 
and at some time they would be relieved 
from the necessity of payinp; interest on 
these fraudulent bonds and stock. 
Bat 


now the company asks and some Sena- 
tors iv.ge that the Government shall 
pass 
a 
law which will practically 


legalize all these bonds and stock, 
and will substantially authorize the 
company iu maintaining its oppress- 
ive tolls for more than half a century! 
Nor is this nil. It is not proposed in 
the bill to adopt any restuction as to 
tolls, nor is anything said about future 
issues of bonds and stock. Tbs com- 
pany offers nothing iu consideration for 
the extension it seeks. It reserves the 
right of issuing more stock and bonds, 
so as to absorb any future profit which 
the inoipase of traffic may bring, and 
so prevent a reduction of rates. 


It ib not easy to conceive the reason- 


ing by which Senators will undertake 
to argue that it is the interest of the 
country that the people who use the 
Union Paciric shall be taxed 'sixteen 
millions a yer«r for sixty years in order 
to secure to the Government the repay- 
ment of a debt of $100,000,000 or there- 
abouts. 
In this country the peopleiare 


the Government; to tax the one for the 
benefit of the other is taking money out 
of one pocket to put it in another. But 
it is far from being certain that the 
debt due by the Pacific roads is a 
bad 
debt, We 
have 
no 
doubt 


that attorneys can 
be found who 


would undertake to collect it. Why 
should it be compromised or extended? 
The companies say they cannot pay. 
Well, they must do as other'people do 
when they can't pay. They must be 
sued and their property sold to satisfy 
their creditors. The Pacific Railroad 
people are the last people in the world 
who are entitled to favors or forbear- 
ance. 


There will be a powerful lobby, of 


course, working for the bill, uud the 
people will have no lobby to work 
against it.

An old prospector writes to the Senti- 


nel for information respecting mining 
rights, particularly such as effect valid 
locations and assessment work. 
We 


publish replies, well knowing that they 
wiH be valuable to all mine owners: 


By an Act of Congress approved Jan- 


uary 22, 1860, the period allowed for the 
first annual expenditure required by 
Section 2,324, United States Revised 
Statutes, is one year from the first d»y 
of January succeeding the date of loca- 
tion, and this piovision is made appli- 
cable to all locutions made subsequent 
to May 10, 1872. For example: If a 
claim was located Jan. 1, 1879, or at 
any date during that year, the locator 
had from January 1, 1880, until Decem- 
ber 31 of the same year fo do .his as- 
sessment work; and for each year after- 
wards until the claim was or is patented, 
the annual assessment had to be done 
within the fiscal year, dating from the 
first day of January. Say ;that such 
work had been performed during the 
years '81, '82^ and '83, and neglected 
during the present year, (1884,) the 
claim would be subject to re-location 
on the second day of January of the 
next year, (1885,) and not before that 
date. 


There is no law coaipeUing tbe locator 


of an abandoned claim to make any 
statement in his notice of location, by 
which it would be known that rmch 
claim had been previously owned under 
another title, but such statement should 
be made in an application for a patent. 


On a claim located ut any time dur- 


ing the present year, (1884), it will not 
be necessary to perform the assessment 
work until 1885, but it must be done 
within that year. 


If the assessment woik is performed 


during the year 1885, the claim will not 
be subject to relocation until January 
2, 1887. 
[J. B. Williamson, Commis- 


sioner of the General Land Ofl'ico at 
Washington, wrote under date ofMaioh 
29, 1880, giving the second day of Jan- 
uary as the day to relocate. Some law- 
yers agree with him, but others are of 
tbe opinion that the time meant by law 
is within the fiscal year, which ends 
December 31st at midnight, and the 
commencement of the time for reloca- 
tion is tho first minute of the New 
Year's day. —Ed. Sentinel,] 


A claim caunot be held for seven or 


eight years by making relocations every 
first of January, as will be seen by the 
foregoing. 


District Registrar Fred B. Hinckley 


contends that the period for assessment 
work commences from the date of loca- 
tion and extends from such date iintil 
the thirty-first day of December of the 
next year exclusive.

ita drifts, galleries, etc. Thia mine has 
produced 10,000,000 pounds of chloride 
ores.

chlorides, sulphnrets, carbonates : and 
other vaiieties.

this State there are cases of ores worth

brace samples of tinkel of native borax, 
sulphur, gypsum and nearly every min- 
eral found m the United Stales. 
The 


ores of this collection are principally 
from the old Comslock lode, Virginia 
City, and have been taken from a depth 
of 3,310 feet below the surface, which is 
equal to 3,800 feet as mines iu Europe 
are measured. 


Among tho curiosities of this State 


there is a plaster cast of footprints found 
in the State Prison quarry at Carson 
City. T.hese remarkable indentations 
are in a solid sandstone forty feet from 
tho surrounding earth.

Yesterday this community was star- 


tled upon the arrival of the Paradise 
stage, by the news that Kobert H. Scott, 
a well-known and highly respected cit- 
izen, was shot in hig store Wednesday 
night, in the village of Paradise. As 
the telegraph line was not working 
night before last, no news of the murder 
had been received here until tho arrival 
of the stage. 


The particulars of the horrible affair, 


as given by S. J. Anderson, who ar- 
rived on 'the stage, are as follows: Mr. 
Scots? who was a member of the firm of 
Scott & Powell, was closing up the 
store, ivs was his custom, between 8:30 
and 9 o'clock Wednesday night, his 
partner, Dr. Powell, and his clerk, 
Isaac Weaver, having left some time 
previous. A shot was heard by M»s. 
Powell, whose residence is adjacent to 
the store, and she went to the door and 
saw a man running from the store. 
She gave an alarm, and citizens went 
to the store, on the floor of which they 
found the lifeless body of E. H. Scott, 
near which was a shotgun, the barrel of 
which was yet warm. There was a 
pool of blood on the floor, and an ex- 
amination disclosed a large sizsd-holo 
in the side of the dead man, below the 
heart, from which the blood was still 
flowing. 
A sack, which evidently had 


been tised to mnfHe the sound of the 
murderer's foot-falls, was found iu tho 
store, and blood-Btaiucd tracks were on 
the floor. The citizens were so much 
excited tit the horrible occuranoa that 
they neglootfd to adopt any bystamatic 
method of discovering the murderer for 
aome time after the deud was 
com- 


mitted. 


It is supposed that tho murderer en- 


veloped bis feet ID sucks and entered 
tbe store stealthily about tbe time Mr. 
Scott was preparing to closo it, his 
object being robbery. The belief is 
thut a scufflo ensued, and that the mur- 
derer fired while his victim had hold of 
thu muzzle of the gun, and immediately 
escaped from the store. A young man 
named Clarence Gray is suspected of 
being the murderer, us he was not seen 
in the village after tbe deed was com- 
mitted. 
He is described os being It'll 


and slim, with sharp features and a 
ecar on one of his checks. He wore 
when last seen a large white hat with 
black band, and, blue overalls. Parties 
left Paradise going in every direction in 
search of him, 
and if found, his trial 


will doubtless cost the county nothing. 


U.K. Scott was a native of Ireland. 


He came to this coast in early days, 
and resided in Sonoma county, Califor- 
nia.
